STILL ON ACTIVE LIST 


They Are Major-Generals Sum- 
merall and Hines—Others 
in Retirement.

WASHINGTON, April 6—Ten 


years have passed since the Unitec 
States added its strength to the 
allies against Germany and in 19 
months the armistice was signed 
Today only two of the leaders who 
shaped America’s military effort 
remain on the active rolls of the 
army.
